"OUR SITUATION. 


The town of Prince Albert and 
surrounding district are now entering 
upon the most important epoch in 
their history, one that must be fol- 
lowed either by the beautiful sun 
shine of prosperity, or will be over- 
taken by a severe and lamentable 
depression, if not worse.
